Ever sim e tho retirement of President 
Dole from tbe oliice of minister of for- 
eign affairs, he haa been engaged in 
drawing op a new coDstitiition, to be 
mbmitted to the oonvention to be held 
in May. 

The government is very reticent in re- 
gard to the new inntmiiient, but it has 
been ascertained on good autliurity that 
by the constitntion which PreHident 
Dole will submit the executive power is 
to be veeted in a president who will nut 
have a seat iu thu executive council, as is 
the case now. He will have the right of 
veto, but audi veto can be overruled by 
a two-thii'ils vott,' of the Beuatti and a.s- 
nembly. Thu vite president will not 
have a scat in tho executivo council, 
either, and hia duties will simply be to 
preside over tho senate. The executive 
•xiuncil will consist of five members: 
Minister of foreign affairs, ndnister of 
finance, minister uf the interior, minister 
ef health and education and •*l**'ltlT' Of 
justice, or atw>rnty general. 

In regard to the legislature, it is un- 
derstood it will be torined by appoint- 
ment. The U) per house, t<j be callwl 
the senate and to coiiM.st of 24 members, 
will iH* api ointed liv tht* piesiilent, vice 
president and e.xi-i utive council and will 
bold oftioe for two years. The lower 
house will consist of 40 meml)ei'8 and is 
to be apiKj'.nted by the exucutive council, 
the s. nalorM and assembiymcii wIkj have 
been agreed uikmi. They are to 1)" called 
together, and the joint bodies will pro- 
mulgate a second constitutinn and fix a 
date tor a general electiou of the gov- 
ernment othcials. 

L. A. Thurstoii, tho present minister 
to Washington, is expected hero soon, 
and, it is said, will assume the position 
of mini.st<.-r of the interior. 

I'rei>.iration.s for the con-stitutional 
convention are hoing made. The elec- 
tion of delegates is to take place on May 
2. The registration of voters for tlUH 
election is now procee<liug, but haa been 
very slow, only 547 having taken the 
oath necessary to (iu:tliry as electors. Of 
these the great majority are whites and 
Portuguese, the natives being kept from 
registration by their leaden, WlM U9 
nearly all royalists. 

These leaders openly acknowledgefbst

The American Union party, althongli 
in complete control of i>olitic8, hits met 
with opix)3ition on the islands of Maul 
and Hawaii, the laruest istlands of the 
group. The : imexiitiouist'^, who are all 
connected witli the i)lantations. have 
strenuously oli-ert'd to the part of the 
platform that exdud-'S Chineso lahor, 
and have formed party clubs undt r the 
old platform providing for Asiatic labir 
iindar propc^r restrictions. 

The newly elected central committee 
of the American Union party has begun 
the warfare against the Japnuese obtain- 
ing the franchise, having passed a strin- 
gent resolution to that effect at its first 
meeting. All the party clubs have 
passed similar resolutions, but the Japa- 
neee still claim they are entitled to recog- 
nition and will have rights equal to those 
of other foreigners. 

Jn the councils yesterday the appro- 
priation bili providing for government 
Mlariw for the next two years pas-^ed its 
tint reading. Die appropriation

oolor to the report. This ii his second 
visit on the same mission in six weeks.

was formed in 18M "to help the poor 
without panperising th«n,*' and which 
has gone to smash under ebronmstances 
creditable neither to the wisdom nor to 
the people connected 
waa to do piiiliin 
thropic pawnbroking, andtodtsmbato 
the proflu amon^ tba London hospttals 
and poor borrowers. 

Some of tiia dirseton, liowev«r, 
seemed to bara acted oh tiie principle 
that charity begins at home, mod they 
have borrowed so much for themseivee, 
their friends and thatr pet financial 
schemes that at tht and of six years 
the company finds itself in the bank 
ruptcy court, with debts of a quarter <>f 
a million dollars, and assets nil. The 
chief promoter of tha aif air has refus* d 
to respond to the shmmons of the court 
on the ground that he is now a resident 
of Paria, while the secretary is utterly 
unable to say what has become of a 
toUl of 170.000 receiTSd from tbs pnbUc 
on debenture bonds. 

Among the directors of the concern 
are Lord Osborne, Pnnce de PoUgna' 
Colonel Ord, secretary of tha Primrose 
club, the organization formed to per- 
petuate the memory of Lord Bencons- 
lield, and lieneral Collingwood, an inti- 
mate triend of the Prince of Wales. 
Colonel Ord admits tutving accept- 
ed a few hundred dollars for nis 
services in securing distinguished pa- 
trons for the scheme, whiiO it is ad- 
mitted that something like 1*20,000 were 
lent to another director to pay his pro- 
Ix>rtion of a deal to float a Colorado sil- 
ver mining scheme. The court has not

Nkw YdKK, April 14.— B. Q. Dnn & 

Co-npany's weekly review of trade say s: 
Busiueus improvement meets many ob- 
stacles, and is scarcely as distinct as it 
has been in recent weeks. Strikes have 
cheoked the improvement in building 
and SLimo other tradis, and scarcity of 
coke has caused thu closing of some iron 
works, while a strike of all bitnmiuoos 
coal werkan la ordarad and mtj ptove 
serious. 

More favorable crop reports than 
were expected, which justiiy larger 
hopes for next fall, have arre.sted the 
upward tendency in pricuu of products. 

The renewal of gold e:<ports occasions 
some disquietude, but the gradual ex- 
haustion of goods in the hands of deal- 
ers makes the consumption ot the ]>oople 
more distinctly felt and a])! arently 
larger, and this deiu;uid increases with 
the gain in number of hands at work. 

It can not be said that uncert linty as 
to the future has materially dinnnmlRd, 
but there is an evuUntly growing im- 
pression that there wiil be no imp<jrt.int 
legislation on the currency or tUe tar- 
itf. This imjiressioa, whether erroneous 
or not, influeucoH the action of many. 

On tlio whole, thou^'h progress is still 
olxvtructed by uncertainties, it has not 
bt en arrested. Tne most cheering 6if.ii 
is the decrease iu importance of com- 
mercial failures, for though one mort- 
gage loan concern has taileil with liabil- 
ities of |5,.iOU,000, tho liabilities in all 
the commercial failures for the first 
week of April were ouiy if'i, lHO,.^0('i. of 
which $^<00,r>(JT were of manufacturing 
and |il,2~*«,',' 10 of trading concerns. The 
failures this week have been 218 in the 
United Statee. against 187 last year, and 
84 in Canada, against 22 last year.

S.V.N Fi{.\.\( isc<i, .\pril H. The stenm- 
ship Monowai, which arrived yesterday 
alt 1 IK on, brouglit 8amoan bdvices up 
to March 'id, fully confirming the Asso- 
ciated Press cablegranu from Auckland, 
which announced the renewal of hostili- 
ties among the Bamoan natives. The 
Associated Press correspondent sends the 
following under date of Man'h <!t<: 

In tlie past few w. eks all hope of peace 
being maint.iined lit re h.is Ixen dissi- 
pated and much Sanioan flood has again 
tieen shed. When the Aana people sub- 
mitted their chiefs to a trial before (.'hief 
.lu^tico Ide, witli a view to the settle- 
ment of iw)litieal dil erenccs, it was 
tliought that a peaceful method of deal- 
ing with the luti r-trihal trouble had 
been found. But on the 10th mst. the 
two parties came to actual warfare. 
Two nr three days before the o utbreak 
the rebel party was supplied with a largo 
quantity of aMimunition. 

'Ihe fighting was started by some 
Aana jk ople tiring on throe men who wero 
(luietlv gathering food. One of the men 
was killed, and, according to the Sa- 
ui'ian custom, instantly decapitate 1. 
The other two, though wounded, con- 
trived t<) tscaiie. The firing brought 
more of the goveniuieut supixirters to 
the rettcue. and a sharp akirmiso ensued, 
resulting in one of tharabela baing killed 
and six woundml. 

The wounded of the govet nment party 
were brought to Apia, where they were 
cared tor by meniDi-rs of the jLondon 
Missionary society. Two wounded robela 
were loo.ced ivftor in tlMir OWB district 
by the same body. 

A C'Bsation of hostilities for a day 
toolc place, but much excitem' nt was 
vaused bv the news that the i>. ople of 
Atua, who sympathized with those ot 
.\ana. intended to attack Apia. 

At this juncture tn..^ cimsuls issued a 
proclamation warning armed parties of 
Sanioans from comina; within the mu- 
nicipal district. This proclamation was 
mtered at by some of tho inalcvuitents. 
*)ut it had a good elfoi t, as it preveii.ed 
\he town from being overrun oy armed 
natives. 

On the following Monday an attack 
was made on the rei el camp, but owing 
to want of concerted action on the part 
o fthe attacking party, the government's 
supporters were driven back, losing four 
men and having a large numb«r of 
wounded, while the rebels escaped with- 
out loss. 

JUatters remained fairly quiet for about 
a w<eek after this until Monday, the 19th, 
when qtdte a largo engagement (for Sa- 
moan warfare took place, ending in the 
complete defeat of the rebels, who lost 
1 U or 12 men imd had a large number of 
wounded. The loyalists lost about the 
same number and their list of wounded 
W!i8 also very large. 

!n the meantime the consuls paid a 
visit to the other end of the island, and 
have evidently persuaded the disaffected 
in that quarter to remain quiet tor a 
time, but an outtosnk On tuiT put is 
daily expected.

"It will be obaerred," said he, "that 
the duties upon some classes of woolen 
goods are propoaed to be reduced, and 
the same nuqr be said of some t lassea of 
goods in the cotton schedule. These re- 
ductions, however, are slight, and to 
this extent will ba disanpc&tlng to the 
American paoi^a. Itwul basaen that 
the metal sohednla shows arednotkmin 
many kinds of iron and agricultural im- 
plements, but thmr are not so great as 
we had hoped and bad raasons to expect. 
Mowing machines, harvesters, horse 
rakes, and sUnilar fanning implements 
are rsdooed fptfn 8S to 90 per cent ad 
Taknm. PortaUa madiinary and 
steam enginea are cut down fnnn 88 per 
cent to 80 per cent ad raloram. Oonon 
fabri(«, pnnted, djed or colored, are 
placed at 80 oenta. where the former 
rate was 89 1-8. What to atoo disap- 
pointing to me," aaid Mr. Wheeler, "is 
the fact that tha duty on coal to re- 
tained at 60 oants oa tha ton. I had 
hoped tt would U plaoad at half that 
figure." '

Tliis is one of the most 
l)aleful features of tiie whole (system. It 
makes men look to a paternal govern- 
ment instead of their own honest en- 
deavor and ( nter]>rise. ami it is a gross 
and flagrant injustice to men who. like 
the wheat-grower, can reap no advantage 
fiom the system. It is against the whole 
scheme of republican government, for 
the foundation rock of that system must 
be equality before the law." 



Tra New York Times has been condnct- 

inv a little investigation into the con- 
ditions of pensioners in the towns of 
Ogdensburg, Watertown, Gtonveneur and 
Potsdam, that State. The cases of 250 
men have been looked into, and their cir- 
onmitancet ascertained. The men in 
question are pensioners under the act of 
June 27th, 18!K), which grants a pension 
,ot not less than nor more than $12 a 
month to all soldiers who served ninety 
days and were honorably discbargetl, 
who may be " ^nfferiiKj from a mental or 
phyrieial dUahilUy oj a jternument charaekr, 
not tht mutt of their own vioioua habitt, which 
iDcaiKiritdtt s thi )n for llw })i rformnnci' of 
manual labvr in guch a degree <u to render 
fiem vnaitle to earn a tupport." 

In a general way it is stated that m 
some towns 25 per cent, of those re- 
ceiving the maximum amount, $12 a 
month, on the ground that they are in- 
capable of manual lahor, are nmoin) th, 
h(ird»»l-u-orking and moti thriving of llu rmi- 
dmtt vf the totmi in which they live. The 
Times reporter found them working in 
machine shops, piling lumber in lunber' 
yards, digging aewen, working as car- 
penters at full wages and carrying on 
farms of from 50 to 400 acres. The 
amount of pension granted bad no ap- 
parent relation to the degree ol disa- 
bility. A stonemason working full time 
was found to be getting as much as a 
man that was insane or betplesaly crip* 
pled. An old man of seventy-tix years, 
with brain disease, waajjgetting $12 a 
month, to which he was clearly enti- 
tled under the law. His son, who was 
found piling heavy lumber was getting 
the same amount 



Tlie committee from this county con- 
sisting of Colonel W. W. Baldwin, Judge 
Wall, Meosra J. Foster Barbour,' John W. 
Alexander and A. K. Marshall and As- 
sessor John C. Everett appeared before 
the State Board (rf Eqnaliiation at Frank- 
fort on yesterday to protest against the 
pro|)osed increase in the assessment. 

The assessment of the county was 
nearly $1,000,000 less than last year, but 
transfers did not show any depreciation 
in values, and upon the face of the pa- 
pers the State Board had decided to nim 
the assessment of lands 17 per cent and 
tliat of town lots 111 per cent. 

The committee made a strong appeal 
to the Board, however, and explained 
the fictitious nature of many of the 
transfers, convincing the Board of the 
great depreciation in valuea, and it was 
decided finally to fix the increase on lands 
at only 12 per cent, and on town lots at 
only 6 per cent., making a saving to the 
county of about $4,000, and making the 
assessment about $500,000 less than last 
year. 

In view of the laws governing the 
Board, the committee did well to lecnre 

any concessions at all. The reason that 
the increase on town lots was less than 
on lands wai because the value of town 
loti had been incrcase<1 about $110,000 by 
the County Assessor, whilst the value of 
landi waa deoreaaed $600,000.

Washinoton, Ajuil I t. The qnpsHon 
of compensation lor allc'.,'t tl sei/.mos of 
Cftnadian veesela by tlie i iiitfd States, 
Nforred to in the Uriti«h parliament, iu 
rogard to whiuh It wan said the United 
UUktm bud already intimated a disposi- 
tiOB to begin negotiations toward reach- 
ing a Mttlement, is a uiHtter which did 
nm receive tho attention of the Paris 
tribunal of arbitration, althougn that 
tribunal did consider certain questions of 
fact concemiug the Beizure of a number 
of Canadian vessels, and did anauimotu- 
1t find the fa tb as set forth bj the 
Unitad States to be true. 

Tho tribunal lound that several seiz- 
nna were ' made under the authority of 
tho United 8tatt>i» (government, but had 
not examined into tue value of such ves- 
or their coutt-nt-s. and no act'Ci was 
takon binding the United iStates to imy 
any compensation, tiiat boing loft over 
to Bubseqaeut negot ations. 

The Claims amounted toubout|15,- 
000,000, and these were formerly pre- 
■ented to Great Britain soon alter the 
tribunal adjourned, although they had 
been the snbject of oorrespondenoe be- 
tween the two goremmenta wmt since 
tho researches took place in Behring sea 
in 1886, 1887, 18»9 and 1800. 

Beoretary Qresbam declined to take 
m the matter nntil after the two gov- 
enunenti had completed all necessary 
Itgtslatiffn to carry into effect the de- 
fi riPfW of the tribunal for the protec- 
tion of sMla,aod is still the poeition 
of tho atato department in the matter. 

It is not at all likely that the matter 
of compeosatinf Canadians will be set- 
tled until It is found out whether the 
United SUtes will not have claims for 
damages growing out of the failure to 
•doptlti far seta NgulatioMi earlier this 



The ptooedure of pMsidential procla- 
mations in the BerUng laa matter is al- 
together -a very tamo affair compared 
wTth the importance which is attached 
to it by those who are nnfamiHar with 
ttafways of gorsmment. 

When congress passed the bill pladng 
fM dedsion of the Paris tribunal on the 
United States statutes tod it became a 
law by presidential slgnatnre, it was 
binding on every American dtisen from 
that inoinent. The pleading of ignor- 
ance of that statute would probably 
have been considered worthless in any 
ooorl in the land.BSome of the advisers 
of the govemmentcontettdod that addi- 
tional security was to be found iu a 
formal proclamation of the now law, as 
intemanonal questions w«e involved, 
and in order to forestall any possible 
flaw that might be raiaed to cause any 
future trouble, the prodatnattnnt was 
decided upon. ^ 

Then one of the great red tape ma- 
chines of the government was called into 
action. There is a printing establish- 
ment in the state department. Secret 
documents are printed there surroimded 
by more precautions than are observed 
in making bank notes. To this estab- 
lishment was taken a carefully compared 
typewritten copy of the presidential 
proclamation which consisted of an 
ordinary print of the aot of congress 
witli a' couple of perfunctory phrases 
•■proclHiming" its provirions and stating 
that tne president had herexmto set 
his hand and caused the seal of the 
United i^ates tobe affixed, together with 
the date. 

Proofs were corrected a dozen times 
by a do/.fti different men and women, 
whii, nevertheless, overlooked at least 
seven tyixtgraphical errors, and flinal^ 
several hundred copies were printed 
upon the heaviest blue bond papsTt
